Judge Briggle told Hubbard 
that although he was sympa- 
thetic to the children, “the 
greatest service you can render 
to them is to keep them from 
knowing they ever had such a 
despicable father.” 

Briggle said the jury had 
been lenient in refusing to give 
Hubbard the death penalty, and 
added he would not have inter 
fered if it had been ordered by 
the jury when the verdict was 
returned Wednesday. Hubbard 
was found guilty on two counts, 
attempted robbery and kidnap- 
ing 

“You and your bandit com- 
panion alone were responsible 
for the death of Harry Wald- 
heuser and for the maiming of 


Mrs. Waldheuser and leaving 
her to travel alone You have 
brought to her by your cruel 


and inhuman acts a lifetime of 
grief and sorrow,” the judge 
declared 

Waldheuser and MHubbard’s 
companion, Thomas Underwood, 
were found dead in the wreck- 
age of the car in which the ban- 
dits fled the scene of the crime. 

Hubbard admitted the rob- 
bery and kidnapinhg attempt but 
said Kampsville residents shot 
him and the 63-year-old Wald- 
heuse! 

Hubbard testified that the 
robbery attempt was spoiled by 
suspicious neighbors who gath- 
ered around the Waldheuser 
home where he and Underwood 
held the elderly man and his 
wife at gun-point 

Then the robbers forced the 
Waldheusers into a comman- 
deered car and fled through | 
what Hubbard said was “a vol- 
ley of shots.’

Official Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) 
-—A Commerce Department of- 
ficial testified today that some 
American companies are reluc- 
tant to make business arrange- 
ments with firms abroad for 
fear of violating United States 
anti-trust laws. 

Marshall M. Smith, Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce for International Affairs. 
teld the Senate Anti-Trust and 
Monopoly subcommittee of a re- 
cent survey made by his agency 
of impediments to United States 
investment abroad. 

The subcommittee is studying 
whether the anti-trust laws have 
acted to cut down on American 
overseas trade and investment. 

Smith said in a prepared 
statement that as a result of the 
survey, and also of day-to-day 
dealings with business men. of- 
ficials in his department gained 
the impression there was need 
for clarification of the applica- 
tion of anti-trust laws to foreign 
commerce. 

Explains Problem. 

“The type of problem that is 
most frequently mentioned.” 
Smith said, “is that which 
arises in connection with in- 
vestment arrangements where- 
by American manufacturers 
would license their patented or 
secret manufacturing processes 
to business men abroad in re- 
turn for royalties or stock in- 
terests in a new joint venture. 

“This is a very desirable way 
of applying our technology and 
management techniques to the 
task of increasing foreign pro- 
ductivity, and it also provides

“In such arrangements, the 
problem arises of safeguarding 
the interest of each participant. 

“Should the foreign producer 
utilizing the American con-

to risk his capital and produc- 
tive resources and create a new 
market abroad if the American 
concern may export its own

cash crops as a conservation 
measure | 

“I think something like that 
might work,” Jenner said. “It 
might furnish a part of the an- 
swer we Republicans are going 
to have to find if we hope to 
regain control of Congress. 

‘Farmers Not Happy.’ 

“The farmers are not saying 
much now but they are not 
happy, and if things get worse 
we may have a hard time elect- 
ing House members and Sena- 
tors in the Middle Western 
area next year.” 

Jenner said he di@n't know 
whether the farmers and small 
business men would vote Dem- 
ocratic, but added: “I am afraid 
a lot of them who normally 
support Republican candidates 
just won't vote unless some- 
thing is done.”

A. We have already begun 
to test the “Geneva spirit” in 
the meetings of the five-power 
disarmament subcommittee. This 
group is considering all the 
disarmament proposals made 
by the heads of government at 
Geneva, including in particular 
President Eisenhower's “open 
sky" inspection plan. 

Against Surprise Attacks. 

By opening the Soviet Union

A. The United Nations has 
shown that it can mobilize 
world public opinion in favor 
of just and peaceful proposals 
in a way which no dictatorship 
can afford to ignore.

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What ‘Adenauer Achieved 


It is too easy to say that the Soviets won the 
Moscow talks with Chancellor Adenauer on 
points. That immediate reaction is reported from 
Paris and London. Some of it is heard in 
Bonn to which the venerable German leader 
has now returned. And in Washington, John 
M. Hightower, diplomatic correspondent for the 
Associated Press, says that United States of- 
ficials feel that Dr. Adenauer made “about the 
best bargain possible,” as if an advantage- 
ous agreement was more than he could have 
expected. 

In our opinion, a more generous early ap- 
praisal is justified. In the first place, the Ger- 
man Chancellor has won a promise from Pre- 
mier Bulganin to release the Germans who are 
still held in Russia as war prisoners. Since there 
are some 10,000 Germans in the Soviet. camps 
and since many of them have been kept away 
from their homes and families for 15 years, this 
is an achievement of first importance. 

The one best way for us to measure its im- 
portance for the Germans is to see the impend- 
ing release in terms of the United States. For 
if 10,000 Americans had been in the prison 
camps of Red China, many of them for a decade 
and a half, an announcement that they were to 
be returned to their families would be received 
with great rejoicing throughout the nation. 

The second most important result of the 
Adenauer-Bulganin ‘talks is the preliminary 
agreement between Moscow and Bonn to ex- 
change ambassadors and thus to set up diplomat- 
ic relations. There are possible drawbacks to this 
and one that is already worrying some Germans 
is the seemingly implied acceptance of Commu- 
nist rule over East Germany. But such accept- 
ance does not need to follow and if the leaders 
of West Germany are resolute it will not follow. 

German reunification {s scheduled as one of 
the chief subjects at the Geneva meeting of for- 
eign ministers, Oct. 27. Since this is on the 
agenda, there was no occasion for Dr. Adenauer 
to make an issue of bringing the East and West 
Germanys together in his Moscow talks. On the 
contrary, that would have béen a mistake that 
might have raised a black cloud over the next 
Geneva conference. 

Obviously there are probable Soviet gains to 
be counted. If the Russians and the Germans 
begin to get along better, the German disposition 
to rearm against possible Communist aggression 
will be the less. Moscow still wants to split Ger- 
many away from the Western democracies. 

But that split has not taken place and there 
were no signs of it at the Moscow talks. West 
Germany remains a part of the Western scheme 
of things in Europe. NATO continugs intact. If 
Russia will benefit from trade with West Ger- 
many, West Germany will benefit still more from 
trade with the Soviets. Germany needs markets 
for its rising production and an economically 
strong Germany is a bulwark against Commu- 
nism in the heart of Europe.

“democratic state,” the problem of the So- 
in Germany who do not want to 
return to Russia, the propaganda balloons sent 
from Bavaria to Red satellite states and so on. 
Naturally, there will be disputed points and 
there will be differences. But the fact is that 
the pressures are lessening in Europe. After the 
freeing of Austria come steps toward the crea- 
tion of a new Germany. Konrad Adenauer de- 
serves the thanks of democratic peoples every- 
where, as well as of his fellow Germans, for 
moving things along in the spirit of Geneva.

An Engineer for Missouri 
Most Missourians riding on today's improved 
highways never heard of Carl W. Brown, but 
they owe him something. For 17 years, begin- 
ning in 1934, Carl Brown was chief engineer of 
the Missouri Highway Department. He was the 
administrative officer in charge of building one 
of the nation’s best state road networks on the 
nation’s lowest state gasoline tax. More than 
that, he was in the front line of many a Jeffer- 
son City battle to keep partisan pressures out 
of highway planning. The late Carl Brown was 
a professional engineer. Missouri's highway 
progress is as good as it is largely because the 
Highway Department has been operated by 
engineers and not by politicians.

For Plugs, Not Cuts 


President Eisenhower wisely plans to survey 
the fiscal situation before deciding whether to 
call for tax cuts. Despite political pressure, a 
period of high prosperity and high debt is a 
poor time to reduce the general tax level. But 
it is as good a time ‘as ans 


to eliminate some of 
the special favors to special groups granted by 
the tax laws. 


Here is an imminent danger to the federal tax 


set-up, according to William L. Cary, professor 
of law at Columbia University and director of a 
Harvard Business School tax survey. While the 
latest Internal Revenue code was praised by 
the Administration as “the first thorough re- 


form in 75 years,” this survey disclosed that it 
only intensified the erosion of the tax laws. In- 
stead of plugging loopholes, it opened new ones. 

Almost invariably these are to be found in 
complicated subsections of the code. They are 
always defended as affording equitable relief. A 
sample is the so-called “Mayer Provision” which 
apparently eased the tax load of only one motion 
picture producer. But amendments for the bene- 
fit of just one railroad and just one newspaper 
already have been submitted to the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

More numerous are provisions for special 
groups. The 2742 per cent oil depletion allow- 
ance always comes up under this heading, but 
the depletion principle now has been extended 
to coal, sand, gravel, stone and timber, Other 
trade groups will ask for similar treatment. 

A spreading device is the designation of what 
had heretofore been considered annual income 
as a capital gain, subject to a tax of only 25 
per cent while the income rate runs as high as 
85 per cent. The Harvard study, however, sug- 
gests that there is little effective tax progression 
beyond the $50,000-income level, and that the 
maximum tax rate applied seems to be under 
50 per cent. 

In addition to applying the capital gains rule 
to the sale of patents, livestock, coal, timber and 
oysters—while denying such a boon to authors, 
artists, athletes and others who either have short 
earning careers or who may receive the rewards 
of long periods of work in a single year—the 
tax laws provide other escapes such as the ex- 
clusion of life insurance from an estate, the 
much argued-about dividend credit, retention of 
business earnings until a capital gains situation 
can be “built up,” and so on. 

This process has even gone so far that Con- 
gress had to withdraw the capital gains status 
it granted turkey-raisers because it had neglected 
to give chicken-raisers the same boon. 

When an exemption is granted to one individ- 


ual, group or industry, however, other {ndivid- 
uals, groups and industries must make up the 
revenue so lost. And as Mr. Cary says: “Prefer- 
ential treatment breeds disrespect for the reve- 
nue laws, and without respect there will be no 
effort to abide by them.” 

Congress should reyiew all tax avoidance de- 
vices—especially in relation to tax demands 
made on those without benefit of a special gim- 
mick. If only the worst loopholes were plugged, 
a large amount of money could be saved. Fair- 
ness alone might win more votes than another 
hand-out. 
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Inertia, All Right 


Immigration policy is certain to play a part 
in the '56 political campaign, now that Senator 
Harley M. Kilgore and Secretary of State Dulles 
have tossed the charge of “inertia” back and 
forth. 

The West Virginia Senator, head of an immi- 
gration subcommittee, accused the Administra- 
tion of refusing to come to grips with weaknesses 
in the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act. Re- 
sponding by letter, Secretary of State Dulles said 
the Administration is still studying the matter, 
but he added that it was unfortunate the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress had done nothing to 
improve the Refugee Relief Act. 

Both Secretary Dulles and Senator Kilgore are 
more or less right. The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion has offered no plan to amend the immigra- 
tion law, though the President called for im- 
provements. Congress did not touch the separate 
refugee law, though it exposed the failures of 
the law’s administrators in the State Department. 

It is, in fact, difficult to pass out blame for 
our restrictionist immigration policies between 
Republicans and Democrats. Democrats spon- 
sored the immigration act. And a combination 
of Southern and Western Democrats joined Re- 
publicans to pass that law over the veto of a 
Democratic President, Harry Truman. 

Immigration policy is simply another issue in 
which party lines cannot be sharply drawn. That 
policy has been influenced by the timidity and 
suspicions of individual Congressmen of both 
parties who regard an immigration law as a 
means of keeping immigrants out. And the re- 
Congressmen to do any- 
thing about this can be explained in part by 


luctance of some other 


the value of the immigration issue as a vote-get- 
ting instrument among and religious 
minorities. 

Since next vear is a campaign vear, the nation 
may not see much action on immigration policy, 
but the voters ought to hear a great deal about it.

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Red Cloud and His Descendants 


The lot of the American Indian has been a 
hard one ever since the white invaders began 
chasing him ever westward. The Senate judici- 
ary subcommittee, headed by Senator Kefauver, 
says his plight today is indeed unfortunate. 

In a 239-page report the subcommittee Says 
that the 430,000 Indians living on 435 reserva- 
tions in 26 states have such a high rate of juve- 
nile and adult delinquency that if all criminal 
offenses prosecuted “the jails available 
would be overflowing constantly.” Major con- 
tributing factors include: deplorable living con- 
ditions; rampant disease; lack of effective’ law 
and order; disorganized, weak and broken family 
life: poor educational programs; fumbling fed- 
eral policy on Indian affairs and the difficulties 
of making a transitidn from an old to a new 
culture 

Indian leaders who were interviewed argued 
that the Federal Government ought to be able to 
provide loans to Indians without the many re- 
strictions “that have proved insurmountable thus 
far.” They contended that with loans many In- 
dians would be enabled to set themselves up so 
they could earn a living.

A Piece of Pumice 

It used to be the sword of Damocles and now 

it is the hydrogen bomb. But in-between there 
lots of ways to sit, so to speak, on a volcano. 
One way is to do it literally. 

The Hawaiian Islands have been doing that for 
the millions of years since they were formed by 
voleanic action. But north of the southeastern- 
roost island of Hawaii, two of whose five vol- 
canoes are still active, there has not been an 
eruption since a single spurt of lava on Maui 
Island in 1750. 

Then on Aug. 20 an island bobbed up at sea 
some 400 miles northwest of the island of Oahu, 
on which Honolulu is situated. It was probably 
a chunk of lava pumice formed by an under- 
water volcanic eruption. Forty-four passengers 
and 10 crewmen in a Military Air Transport 
plane were the only persons to see it. Another 
pilot saw smoke billowing up 500 feet, still an- 
other saw waves 12 miles long rolling south from 
the area. A week, later the island was gone. 

“But it will be hard to forget,” says a dis- 
patch. “Some persons believe it tends to confirm 
a theory that any part of the Hawaiian island 
chain can erupt at any time.” Nevertheless, “land 
prices have not budged, and tourists do-not seem 
to mind.” 

So Diamond Head crouches there at one end 
of Waikiki Beach, and there stretch out from it 
the singing sand and sun and sea. In that para- 
dox could be read, perhaps, a consjderable part 
of the history of the human race, from a long 
time before Damocles, and for a long time past 
Oak Ridge.

Appeal for the Cigarette Tax

Four members of State Senate Appropriations Committee say 
school foundation program cannot be financed properly unless 
voters also accept 2-cent cigarette tax to be voted on Oct. 4; 
state surplus being cut sharply, new revenue needed, they say. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The genuine and extensive interest 
shown by the public in the Foundation 
School Program is stimulating to all 
who are interested in good schools and 
better opportunities for Missouri's chil- 
dren, 

An apparent misunderstanding of the 
state's finances exists if it is believed 
that the advantages of the program can 


be had without the proceeds of the 
proposed cigarette tax. 
Here, briefly, is the fiscal condition 


of the State of Missouri as to general 
revenue, out of which public schools are 
supported: 

There is no unappropriated state sur- 
plus either in general revenue or post- 
war surplus funds. Let no one be mis- 
led as to this. 


It is true there was an unexpended 
balance last June 30 of $39,943,040. But 
this is subject until next December to 
commitments of $10,252.400, of which 
it is estimated some $6,432,728 will be 
utilized. 

This leaves a balance of $33,510,311. 
To this balance may be added antici- 
pated general revenue of $272,496,878 
(subject to 37.5 per cent for schools) 
and $1,393.800 other receipts (not sub- 
ject to.37.5 per cent for schools), 


The Reserves Fxhausted 


Of the total $307,400,989 all except 
$10,257,283 has been appropriated. This 
last figure should be the unexpended 
balance on hand June 30, 1957, in gen- 
eral revenue. 


Other appropriations for the biennium 
have exhausted the Postwar Reserve 
Fund. 


Included In the above appropriations 
is an estimated $102,186,329 for the 
public school fund for two-years. The 
cost of the Foundation program is esti- 
mated at 65 millions a year, 130 mil- 
lions for the biennium. About 28 mil- 
lions for the biennium is lacking in the 
picture, 


Anticipated revenue can only be esti- 
mated. By intensive collection of sales 
and income taxes, for the collection of 
which we have adequately appropriated, 
this anticipated revenue may be in- 
creased 10 millions or 15 millions. Of 
these additional amounts 37.5 per cent 
would reach the public school fund. 


The additional proceeds of the cigar- 
ette tax, 18 to 20 millions a biennium, 
going entirely to the public school fund, 
will approximately do the job, at least 
to within 5 per cent of the amount 
estimated, 


What Better Financing? 


It is the only means for financing 
the program for the current biennium 
ending June 30, 1957. Without the cigar- 
ette tax, we can be certa*s of one thing 
—an 18-to-20-million-dollar shertage in 
the Foundation program. 


The worthwhile purpose and seed for 
the revenue should far outshadow any 
minor and selfish objections to a cigar- 
ette tax. If there is a better way of 
financing the Foundation program, it 
can be considered at the next General 
Assembly. 

Right now we have only one means at 
hand. The welfare of 700,000 school 
children is involved. There will be an 
additional 44,000 added to these before 
the acts of the next General Assembly 
become effective. 


Let us examine the arguments made 
that the cigarette tax bill contains seri- 
aknesses: : 


It is seldom that a revenue measure 
is enacted in proper form on the first 
try. But if it is the will of the voters 
that a ci tte tax should be imposed, 
it would incumbent upon the legisla- 
tive and executive branches te correct 
any defects in the measure. 


It could be that the faults of the leg- 
islation are not nearly so damaging as 
the opponents contend. They claim that 
the measure lacks necessary penalties. 
The bill provides for a penalty equal 
to 100 per cent of the tax evaded, plus 
6 per cent interest. 


The bill also provides that any viola- 
tion of the act would be cause for revo- 
cation of the distributor's license. 


Besides these provisions in the act 
itself, there are provisions of the state’s 
general licensing law which provide 
penalties of up to three months in jail 
and a $100 fine for operations without 
a state license. There is also a State 
general counterfeiting and forgery law 
carrying penalties up to 10 years in the 
penitentiary and a fine of $1000 which 
would apply if cigarette stamps were 
counterfeited, 


Case for the Children . 


Forty-one of ay mee now levy cigar- 
ette taxes. Every State bordering on Mis- 
souri levies a cigarette tax. The cigar- 
ette taxes of bordering states range 
from 3 to 5 cents. 


We have heard no serious complaints 
about the cigarette tax from consumers 
of cigarettes possibly because the yield 
will be for such a worthwhile cause. 
The only complaint seems to come from 
the distributors’ association, which has 
a specialized interest, 


We believe that most people feel that 
the cigarette tax can well help finance 
the education of Missouri's children. 
The state income tax, state liquor and 
beer tax, sales tax and various other 
state taxes are already helping to do so, 


These need to be augmented by the 
cigarette tax so that the purpose of 
the Foundation program can be accom- 
plished. Without it, we are certain to be 
short and Missouri's children will suffer. 


An examination of the bill clearly re- 
veals that all taxes collected pursuant 
to the act shall be deposited in the 
state treasury to the credit of the State 
School Moneys Fund, propaganda to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


We sincerely hope Missour! voters 
will approve both the foundation pro- 
gram and the cigarette tax necessary to 
finance it. Progress and the public wel- 
fare require it.

Raine’s 81st and Last 


HIGH GRASS VALLEY, by William Macleod Reine, 

(Houghton Mifflin Co., 186 pags., $2.75.) 

Colonel Johnston is the big man in 
Tail Holt—all of its business is run by 
him: the bank, the saloon, the gambling 
hall and the mine—and his bodyguard 
is Black Dillon, a notorious gunslinger. 
Tom MacNeill and his partners have 
the misfortune to own a highly profit- 
able mine next to the one owned by the 
Colonel, which is going into borrasca, 
When MacNeill refuses to sell out to 
him, the greedy and powerful Colonel 
and his hired killers go into action, 
How he is thwarted in his evil machina- 
tions makes for ex- 
citing reading in 
this, Bill Raine’s 
last book. 

Bill Raine died 
on July 25, 1954, 
at the age of 83. He 
was the dean of 
all Western fiction 
writers and the 
most prolific, hav- 
ing produced 81 
novels in his 83 
years. His passing 
marked the end of 


an era, for he was 
Wiliam Macl. Raine the one working 
writer of Western 


fiction whose career reached back to 
the days when the events about which 
he wrote actually took place. He was 
there when the guns went off. He had 
written besides, more than 200 short 
Stories and three non-fiction books on 
the Old West. Almost 20.000.000 copies 
of his books, in all editions, have been 
printed, and his popularity and earning 
power were such that he could have 
lived quite comfortably from the sales 
of reprints of his reprints, 


The writers of Western fiction them- 
selves considered Bill Raine the great- 
est practitioner of their art and made 
it official when, in 1953, they named 
him the first honorary president of the 
Western Writers of America. 

As Mr. Raine did not live to finish 
“High Grass Valley,” Wayne Overholzer, 
a friend and fellow Western writer. took 
over for him after his death. Mr. Over- 
holzer says: “Although the ending is 
mine, the book is his, and I hope his 
many readers will enjoy it as they have 
the many books that preceded it.” I am 
pretty sure they will

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) 
~A midnight deadline ap- 
pro ehed today with no replies 
from more than 20 federal 
agencies to a congressional 
request for data on Govern- 
ment information policies. 

The information, dealing with 
géneral agency practices in the 
field .of keeping the public and 


Congress informed, was re- 
quested in questionnaires sent 
out more than a month ago by | 
a special House committee. 

The committee, headed by 
Representative Moss (‘(Dem.), 
California, was ordered by the 
House to find out to what ex- 
tent federal agencies are with- 
holding or suppressing infor- 
mation that ought to be made 
public. 

The questionnaires, 5'2 pages 
long, were sent to 60 agencies 
with a request that they be 
filled out and returned to the 
committee not later than today. 

Up to yesterday, 33 agencies 
had complied or advised the 
committee of intent to comply. 
They included most of the big 
départments. Five others re- 
quested and were granted ex- 
tensions until Oct. 1 to supply 
tbe information. 

*¥rom the remaining 22 agen- 
cies, the committee has heard 
nothing. Samuel J. Archibald, 
committee staff director, said 
that the staff “will contact 
them and see what their prob- 
lem is.” 

“We'll be real co-operative,” 


he said, “but we'll insist that 
co-operation be a two-way 
street.” He implied that the 


cqnimittee will adopt a tough 
attitude if necessary to produce 
results, 

Archibald said the committee 
plans to start its initial hearings 
early in November 

In a statement before leaving 
for California, Moss said the 
committee intends to find out 
“once and for all whether the 
guide lines for the release of 
information are clearly drawn | 
or whether there is arbitrary | 
or capricious action because of 


a lack of definite, consistent 
policies.” 

He said the committee doesn't 
intend to rely solely on the | 


word of the agencies that they 
have a sound information pro- 
gram but plans to dig into com- 


plaints to determine whether 
the announced policies are 
being followed. 

He told of complaints from 
publishers, members of Con- 


gtess and others of an apparent 
deliberate effort on the part of 
some agencies to withhold news 
of interest to the public or to 
create policies which make it 
next to impossible to obtain the 
information. 

Among the complaints was 
one that an aviation writer was 
threatened with reprisals if he 


did not disclose to Pentagon 
officials the sources of some in- 
formation on which he had 


written some articles.

This 
fruit needs no peeling nor dip- 
ping in hot water. Sort for 
firmness:. remove stems. A flick 
of the paring knife cuts prunes 
in half for freezing, zips out the 


seed This is a “free stone”

Here are the freezing 
methods recommended by the 
testing kitchen of the Idaho 
Prune Commission. 

Quantity: Work with what- 
ever quantity is easiest. Fresh 


prunes won't discolor while you 
are handling them, so there is 
no need to place fruit in vita- 
min-and-juice-wasting water 
while you prepare a basketful. 
Chill in refrigerator while pre- 
paring more fruit. 

Freezing in Syrup: Use if 
fresh prunes are to be used as 
sauce, in compotes, salads. Pre- 
pare medium sirup, preferably 
the day before, for thorough 
chilling. Add one cup granu- 
lated sugar to two cups boiling 
water Cook only until sugar 
is dissolved. Chill. Pack prune 
halves closely in freezer con- 
tainer. Cover with chilled sirup 
to within half-inch of top to 
allow for expansion during 
freezing 

Freezing in Dry Sugar: 
Spread prune halves in shallow 


pan, one to two quarts at a 
time. Sprinkle with ganulated 
sugar, allowing one cup sugar 


for five to 10 cups fresh prunes, 
amount depending on use to be 
made of the frozen fruit. 

If it is to be eaten as fresh 


fruit, use the larger amount of 
Ssucar. 
For pies, cobblers, other 


cooked dishes, use less sugar. 
Recipes will take care of sugar 
necessary.

‘Percolator’ Has Yet to Be 
Used in Surgery on 
Humans, However. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15 
(AP) — A simple, inexpensive 
heart-lung system 
which works something like a 


, coffee percolator has been de 


veloped. a University of Marv. 


‘land surgeon reported yester- 
day. 
The whole unit “costs only 


$400, compared with up to $100. 
000 for other mechanical de. 
vices in this field which em. 
ploy much more complex equip- 
ment,”” said Dr. george Schim- 
ert of Baltimore: 

He told a reporter that in ad. 
dition to its low cost and sim. 
plicity, the new device “more 
closely duplicates nature’s own 
system of oxygenating blood 
than any other artificial sys- 
tem.” 

Despite the simplicity of the 
new system, he said there is no 
loss of efficiency compared 
with “more complex” vwnits 
which are usually beyond the 
financial means of the average 
surgical experimenter. 

All artificial heart-lung sys- 
tems are designed to allow ex. 
perimenters to close off tempo- 
rarily an animal’s or human's 
heart-lung system so that sur- 
gery can be done inside the 
heart without the interference 
of blood. 


After describing the new unit 
to a sectional convention of the 
International College of Sur- 
geons, and saying it had been 
successfully used in heart sur- 
gery on 25 dogs, Dr. Schimert 
said in an interview: 

“We are now ready to use it 
on humans and expect that we 
will employ it in our first hu- 


man case in several months.” 
He said that in animals, sur- 
geons could work inside the 


heart for 20 to 25 minutes with 
the aid of the device. 

The new device consists of 
only three parts—a _ two-war 
pump, a large beaker, and a 
glass percolator which is placed 


inside the beaker. 
Some blood from a blood 
bank is first placed in the 


beaker and oxygen from a tank 
from below. This 
causes the formation of bubbles 
of “blood oxygen foam” which 
rise above the blood and fill 
the percolator. 

Next, venous blood—or blood 
that needs oxygen—is pumped 
from the animal's body and 
caused to trickle down through 
the bubbles 

The venous blood forms a 
thin film on the walls of the 
bubbles .which quickly yield 
their oxygen to the film and, 
in return, absorb the unwanted 
carbon dioxide from the venous 


blood — thus essentially dupli- 
cating what happens inside a 
living lung 

The carbon dioxide passes 


off at the top of the device and 
the oxygenated blood is pumped 
back into the animal. 

Dr. Schimert said a quart of 
hbiood could be oxygenated ev- 
ery minute by the mechanical 
system.

Thornton Wilder has for us in “The Skin of 

Our Teeth” which NBC-TV presented for our 
inspection last Sunday night.

‘ MORE’S THE PITY, though, because\you can 
see Sullivan any Sunday night and—this~prdduction 
of the Wilder play, which won Wide acclaim in Paris 
this summer, has many moments of rare and exciting 
theater that demands of the spectator a good deal 
more than passive absorption. Wilder, who possesses 
one of the most gifted though frequently exasperating 
minds around, is here expressing his wonder at the 
indestructibility of a man in face of the terrors of 
nature, the cussedness of his own sinful flesh and 
finally the more complex evils of his own neuroses 
in this modern world. 


In short, a large order. Wilder’s Everyman is 
the George Antrobus family which triumphs over 
Ice Age, floods and wars. And in the midst of it 
all George Antrobus finds time to invent the alphabet 
and the wheel and arithmetic and Mrs. Antrobus 
to raise her troublesome children, who represent the 
survival of the race, and, as it were, to keep the 
home fires burning. Then there is Sabina, the 
eternal temptress who both inspires Antrobus to 
such flights as the invention of algebra and leads 
him astray from time to time.

I SUPPOSE the hardest part of this to get down 
is the first act when Mary Martin as Sabina has to 
get through an awful chunk’ of exposition to set the 
stage—and does it about as well as anyone could. 
I am personally fond of the second act where Sodom 
and Gomorrah are depicted as a sort of wild conven- 
tion in Atlantic City which leads, of coufse, to the 
deluge. 


While his is an antic fancy, Wilder is a very 
surefooted dramatist. The seduction scene where 
Sabina lands Antrobus while a cynical crone of a 
fortune-teller cries “bingo” is a wonderful bit of 
foolishness. And the deluge scene where the eternal 
homebuilder Mrs. Antrobus has to wrest her husband 
from the temptress and to rescue her son from 
his everlasting wickedness and to herd the whole 
pack aboard the Ark is great theater and great 
television, 


In the last act Wilder’s preoccupation with 
neuroses,, which threaten to engulf the human race 
even more completely than the Ice Age, gets a little 
heavy-handed for my taste. Also, I’ve never under- 
stood the interruptions of Sabina in which she 
complains that she hates the play. Why Wilder 
should attempt to knock his own play on the head— 
well, I've never understood it. 
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“THE SKIN OF OUR TEETH” requires of its 
players that they throw themselves into it with the 
passion of amateurs and the skill of professionals. 
And this cast did all of that. Helen Hayes as Mrs. 
Antrobus gave her finest performance in many, many 
years. Mary Martin as Sabina was stylish and 
abandoned and, though Sabina is hardly a nice girl, 
appealing. George Abbott in his first acting role 
in years, was a splendid inventor of the wheel. 
Also Florence Reed, who has made a clean sweep of 
all the crone parts in the theater, was fine as the 
fortune-teller.

Vermouth Adds a Touch in Cooking | disney's Tue Life Adventures 


Try It in Scrambled Eggs, for Instance, or With Veal Chops

as you may 

realize, has virtually disap- 

peared from the martini, but 
that doesn’t catch the vermouth 
people napping. Not by a long 
shot. They decided to let peo- 
ple who want to drink straight 
gin drink it, which is a sensible 
idea. In the meantime they're 
pointing out that, one, vermouth 
is a good drink itself, and, 
two, it is a fine old standby for 
cooking. 

French chefs, as a matter of 
fact, have been using vermouth 
as well as other types of wines 
for a long time and there’s no 
doubt it adds a very distinctive 
touch to a lot of dishes. In 
scrambled eggs, for instance. 
Start with a tablespoon or so 
and see how you like it, and 
then you decide on your own 
quantity. 

If you want something differ- 
ent in a glazed ham, combine 
some Italian .vermouth with 
brown sugan or honey—half a 
cup of honey or a whole cup of 
brown sugar to a cup of ver- 
mouth. 

It is also a splendid liquid in 
which to poach a filet of sole, 
and equally good as a marinade 
for meat when combined with a 
sliced lemon. For meat use 
extra dry vermouth. The next 
time you fry veal chops, take 
them out of the skillet when 
done and put in a couple of 
tablespoons of chopped shallots. 
Then four ounces of extra dry 
vermouth and six ounces of 
heavy cream and cook it until 
the sauce is reduced by half. 
Take it off the heat and then 
add and stir in one more table- 
spoon of. vermouth, an ounce of 
butter and tablespoon of pars- 
ley. Pour this over the chops 
and you won't want vermouth in 
your martini either. You'll 
want to save it all for the veal 
chops.

made. Bombes, which originated 
in France, are considered by 
many the last word in frozen 
desserts. It is a combination of 
a smooth mousse interior 
wrapped in a coat of ice cream 
or fruit ice and served frozen 
hard. 

You have to have special 
bombe mdlds to make them 
They come in round, square and 
timbale shapes, and there are 
many combinations of mousse 
and ice cream. 

To make a bombe, you first 
chill the mold thoroughly. Then 
spread a layer of firmly frozen 
ice cream around the inside, 
about an inch thick, pressing it 
down firmly with the back of 


a spoon. Then fill the center 
with a mousse mixture, also 
chilled, and cover the mousse 
with a layer of buttered paper. 
Put on the mold cover and 
spread a little butter around the 
seam to seal it and put is in the 
freezing compartment of your 
refrigerator. If you don’t have 
a freezing compartment or a 
deep freeze, make a mixture 
of two parts crushed ice to one 
part rock salt and leave it in 
that for about three hours. 
When ready to serve wipe the 
moid with a cloth wrung out in 
hot water, unseal it and invert 
the mold onto a chilled serving 
plate. You can garnish it with 
whipped cream or fruit sauce. 
A delicious bombe, for in- 


stance, is made by lining the 
mold with vanilla ice cream and 
filling the interior with straw- 
berry mousse. Or line it with 
chocolate ice cream and fill the 
interior with whipped cream

The Marriage Pattern of Middle Age 


Author Sees It as an Opportunity for Shedding of Shells, and Best Relationship of All 


This is the fifth installment 
of one of the most discussed 
books of our time, Anne Mor- 
row Lindbergh's “Gift from the 
Sea,” the current No. 1 best- 
seller among non-fiction books. 


UT surely we do demand 
B curation and continuity of 

relationships, at least of mar- 
riage. That is what marriage 
is, isn’t it—continuity of a rela- 
tionship? Of course, but not 
necessarily continuity in one 
single form or stage; not neces- 
Sarily continuity in the double- 
sunrise stage. There are other 
shells to help me, to put in the 
row on my desk. Here is one 
I picked up yesterday. Not 
rare; there are many of them 
on the beach and yet each one 
is individual. You never find 
two alike. Each is fitted and 
formed by its own life and 
struggle to survive. It is an 
oyster, with small shells cling- 
ing to its humped back. Sprawl- 
ing and uneven, it has the ir- 
regularity of something grow- 
ing. It looks rather like the 
house of a big family, pushing 
out one addition after another 
to hold its teeming life—here a 
sleeping porch for the children, 
and there a veranda for the 
play-pen; here a garage for the 
extra car and there a shed for 
the bicycles. It amuses me be- 
cause it seems so much like my 
life at the moment, like most 
women’s lives in the middle 
years of marriage. It is untidy, 
spread out in all directions, 
heavily encrusted with accumu- 
lations and, in its living state— 
this one is empty and cast up 
by the sea—firmly imbedded 
on its rock. 


Yes, I believe the oyster shell 
is a good one to express the 
middle years of marriage. It 
suggests the struggle of life it- 
self. The oyster has fought to 
have that place on the rock to 
which it has fitted itself per- 
fectly and to which it clings 
tenaciously. So most couples 
in the growing years of mar- 
riage struggle to achieve a place 
in the world. It is a physical 
and material battle first of all, 
for a home, for children, for a 
place in their particular society. 
In the midst of such a life there 
is not much: time to sit facing 
one another over a breakfast 
table. In these years one rec- 
ognizes the truth of Saint- 
Exupery’s line: “Love does not 
consist in gazing at each other 
(one perfect sunrise gazing at 
another!) but in looking out- 
ward together in the same di- 
rection.” For, in fact, man and 
woman are not only looking 
outward in the same direction; 
they are working outward. (Ob- 
serve the steady encroachment 
of the oyster bed over the rock.) 
Here one forms ties, roots, a 
firm base. (Try and pry an 
oyster from its ledge!) Here 
one makes oneself part of the 
community of men, of human 
society. 

Here the bonds of marriage 
are formed. For marriage, 
which is always spoken of as a 
bond, becomes actually in this 
stage, many bonds, many 
strands, of different texture and 
strength, making up a web that 
is taut and firm. The web is 
fashioned of love. Yes, but 
many kinds of love: romantic 
love first, then a slow-growing 
devotion and, playing threugh 
these, a constantly rippling 
companionship. It is made of 
loyalties, and interdependencies, 
and shared experiences. It is 
woven of memories of meetings 
and conflicts; of triumphs and 
disappointments. It is a web of 
communication, a common lan- 
guage, and the acceptance of 
lack of language, too; a Knowl- 
edge of likes and dislikes, of 
habits and reactions, both phys- 
ical and mental. It is a web of 
instincts and intuitions, and 
known and unknown exchanges. 
The web of marriage is made by 
propinquity, in the day-to-day 
living side by side, looking out- 
ward and working outward in 
the same direction. It is 
woven in space and in time of 
the substance of life itself. 


But the bond—the bond of 
romantic love is something else. 
It has so little to do with pro- 
pinguity or habit or space or 
time or life itself. It leaps 
across all of them, like a rain- 
bow—or a glance. It is the 
bond of romantic love which 
fastens the double-sunrise shell, 
only one bond, one hinge. And 
if that fragile link is snapped 
in the storm, what will hold the 
halves to each other? In. the 
oyster stage of marriage, ro- 
mantic love is only one of the 
many bonds that make up the 
intricate and enduring web that 
two people have built together. 

I am very fond of the oyster 
shell. It is Humble and awk- 
ward and ugly. HK is siate- 
colored and unsymmetrical. - Its 
form is not primarily beautiful 
but functional. I make fun of 
its knobbiness. Sometimes I 
resent its burdens and excre- 
scences. But its tireless adapta- 
bility and tenacity draw my 
astonished admiration and some-

times even my tears. And it is 
comfortable in its familarity, its 


homeliness, like old garden 
gloves which have moulded 
themselves perfectly to the 
shape of the hand. I do not 


like to put it down, 
want to leave it. 
But is it the permanent sym- 
bol of marriage? Should it— 
any more than the double- 
sunrise shell—last forever? The 
tide of life recedes. The house, 
with its bulging = sleeping 
porches and sheds, begins little 
by little to empty. The chil- 
dren go away to. school and 
then to marriage and lives of 
their own. Most people by mid- 
dle age have attained, or ceased 
to struggle to attain, their 
place in the world. That ter- 
rific tenacity to life, to place, to

people, to material surround- 
ings and accumulations is it 
as necessary as it w when 
one was struggling f one's 


security or the security/of one’s 
children? Many of the physi- 
cal struggles have ceased, due 
either to success or to failure. 
Does the shell need to be so 
welded to its rock? Married 
couples are apt to find them- 
selves in middle age, high and 
dry in an outmoded shell, in a 
fortress which has outlived its 
function. What is one to do— 
die of atrophy in an outstripped 
form? Or move on to another 
form, other experiences? 
* - 

ERHAPS, someone will sug- 
Pres, this is the moment to 

go back to the simple self- 
enclosed world of the sunrise 
shell? Alone at last again over 
the muffins and the marmalade! 
No, one cannot go back to that 
tightly closed world. One has 
grown too big, too many-sided, 
for that rigidly symmetrical 
shell. 1 am not sure that one 
has not grown too big for any 
shell at all. 

Perhaps middle age is, or 
should be, a period of shedding 
shells; the shell of ambition, the 
shell of materia] accumulations 
and possessions, the shell of the 
ego. Perhaps one can shed at 
this stage in life as one sheds 
in beach-living; one’s pride, 
one’s false ambitions, one’s 
mask, one’s armor. Was that ar- 
mor not put on to protect one 
from the competitive world? If 
one ceases to compete, does one 
need it? Perhaps one can at 
last in middle age, if not 
earlier, be completely oneself. 
And what a liberation that 
would be! 

It is true that the adventures 
of youth are less open to us. 
Most of us cannot, at this point, 
start a mew career or raise a 
new family. Many of the physi- 
cal, material, and worldly am- 
bitions are less attainable than 
they were twenty years ago. But 
is this not often a relief? “I 
no longer worry about being the 
belle of Newport,” a beautiful 
woman, who had become a tal- 
ented artist, once said to me. 
And I always liked that Virginia 
Woolf hero who meets middle 
age admitting: “Things have 
dropped from me. I have out- 
lived certain desires ...I1 am 
not so gifted as at one time 
seemed likely. Certain things lie 
beyond my scope. I shall never 
understand the harder prob- 
lems of philosophy.

never see savages in Tahiti 
spearing fish by the light of a 
blazing cresset, or a lion spring 
in the jungle, or a naked man 
eating raw fish...” (Thank 
God! you can hear him adding 
under his breath.) 


The primitive, physical, func- 
tional pattern of the morning 
of life, the active years before 
40 or 50, is outlived. But there 
is still the afternoon opening 
up, which one can spend not in 
the feverish pace of the morn- 
ing but in having time at last 
for those intellectual, cultural, 
and spiritual activities that 
were pushed aside in the heat 
of the race. We Americans, with 
our terrific emphasis on youth, 
action, and material success, 
certainly tend to belittle the 
afternoon of life and even to 
pretend it never comes. We 
push the clock back and try to 
prolong the morning, over- 
reaching and overstraining our- 
selves in the unnatural effort. 
We do not succeed, of course. 
We cannot compete with our 
sons and daughters. And what 
a struggle it is to race with 
these overactive and ° under- 
wise adults! In our breathless 
attempts we often miss the 
flowering that waits for after- 
noon. 

For is it not possible that 
middle age can be looked upon 
as a period of second flowering, 
second growth, even a kind of 
second adolescence? It is true 
that society in general does not 
help one accept this interpreta- 
tion of the second half of life. 
And therefore this period of ex- 
panding is often tragically mis- 
understood. Many people never 
climb above the plateau of 40- 
to-50. The signs that presage 
growth, so similar, it seems to 
me, to those in early adoles- 
cence: discontent, restlessness, 
doubt, despair, longing, are in- 
terpreted falsely as signs of de- 
cay. In youth one does not as 
often misinterpret the signs: 
one accepts them, quite rightly, 
as growing pains. One takes 
them seriously, listens to them, 
follows where they lead. One 
is afraid. Naturally. Who is not 
afraid of pure space—that 
breath-taking empty space of an 
open door? But despite fear, 
one goes through to the room 
beyond.

UT in middle age, because of 
Bine false assumption that it 

is a period of decline, one in- 
terprets these life-signs, para- 
doxically, as signs of approach- 
ing death. Instead of Sacing 
them, Ome runs away; one es- 
capes—into depression, nervous 
breakdowns, drink, love affairs, 
or frantic, thoughtless, fruitless 
overwork. Anything, rather 
than stand still and learn from 
them. One tries to cure the 
signs of growth, to exorcise 
them, as if they were devils, 
when really they might be 
angels of annunciation. 


Angels of annunciation of 
what? Of a new stage in living 
when, having shed many of the 
physical struggles, the worldly 
ambitions, the material encum- 
brances of active life, one might 
be free to fulfill the neglected 
side of one’s self. One might 
be free for growth of mind, 
heart and talent; free at last for 
spiritual growth; free of the 
clamping sunrise shell. Beauti- 
ful as it was, it was still a closed 
world one had to outgrow. And 
the time may come when— 
comfortable and adaptable as 
it is—one may outgrow even 
the oyster shell. 


There are in the beach-world 
certain rare creatures, the 
“Argonauta” (Paper Nautilus), 
who are not fastened to their 
shell at all. It is actually a 
cradle for the young, held in 
the arms of the mother ar- 
gonaut who floats with it to the 


the Golden Fleece. Sailors con- 
sider these shells a sign of fair 
weather and favorable winds. 
Lovely shell, lovely image—I 
am tempted to play with it in 
my mind. Is this the symbol 
for another stage in relation- 
ships? Can we middle-aged 
argonauts when we outgrow the 
oyster bed, look forward to the 
freedom of the nautilus who 
has left its shell for the open 
seas’? But what does the open 
sea hold for us? We cannot 
believe that the second half of 
life promises “fair weather and 
favorable winds.” What golden 
fleece is there for the middle- 


aged? 
J one might as well admit one 

has left the usual shell collec- 
tions. A double-sunrise shell, 
an oyster bed—these are com- 
mon knowledge to most of us 
We recognize them: we know 
about them; they are part of 
our daily life and the lives of 
others around us. But with 
this rare and delicate vessel, 
we have left the well-tracked 
beaches of proven facts and ex- 
periences. We are adventuring

A Delicate Type of Cheese Pie

"QUICHE LORRAINE” IS A DELICATE TYPE OF CHEESE PIE WHICH MAKES A DELICIOUS MAIN DISH. 


HAT is a “Quiche Lor- 
W raine?” Is it a French or 

a Swiss specialty? A reader 
asks these questions, and also 
requests a recipe. Whether it 
is from one country or the 
other, the basic recipe is the 
same. 

In plain words, it is a deli- 
cate type of cheese pie. For 
this, what is often called Swiss 
cLeese is used. Gruyere is, of 
course, what’ the French list for 
an authentic recipe. The Swiss 
pie often demands the addition 
of sauteed sweet onions to the 
filling. The French add bacon 
that may or may not be used 
by the Swiss. 

This cheese pie is a main 
dish for lunch or supper. Beer 
or wine is generally offered

WITH A_ CRISP «GREEN 
SALAD, anyone can make a 
good meal. The pastry may be 
made ahead, or a mix may be 
used. Everything may be made 
ready for the filling. Three- 
quarters of an hour before the 
meal, the filling may be put 
into a pastry-lined pie pan.

Broil 6 bacon slices until crisp. 
Drain on absorbent paper. Cut 
bacon slices crosswise into 
halves.

Overlap cheese and bacon slices 
in bottom of the pastry-lined 
pie pan. Beat together eggs, 
milk, nutmeg and salt. Pour 
through a strainer over the ba- 
con and chees ake in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees) for 35 
to 45 minutes, or until a silver 
knife inserted in center comes 
out clean.
